Express, simply that we rr.ay correct two errors 
into which the writor has fallen, innocently, with- 
out doubt: 

7Vie Xtiziiritr*. — As w ill Im» seen by reference to 
our late report of the Methodist Conference, the 
case of this somewhat singular sect has been 
brought np before the hiu'h tribunal of the de- 
nomination. A petition was presented, signed bv 
eighl hundred |icrsnns, nearlev the entire strength 
of the schism, appealing from the administration 
of the discipline by the (ienesee Conference. The 
difficulty dales back sonic seven or eight years, 
when l»ev. H. Roberts and one or two others pro- 
mulgated certain doctrines in the Conference, in 
reference to the degree of |iersonal holiness obliga- 
tary on a Christian. Two years since, the breach 
; in the meantime having widened considerably. 

Mr. Huberts was arraigned by the Conference In 
: view of certain articles be had published with 
reference to the Conference, or its members, 
which were deemed libelous in their nature. He 
, was reproved by the Hishnp, hut was not deterred 
, thereby from a repetition of ihe alleged olfen-e. 
and cinise<|ninrtynhcuf a year ago, he, witli b ill' 
a dozen oilier preachers in the Methodist commu- 
nion, were expelled. A small sect, numbering 
eight or leu hundred members, and with a clergy 
comjioseil of the expelled preachers, was the con- 
seipieme. The "Nnzariles" have now several 
flourishing stations. 

This sect is increasing much faster in the We-t- 
ern States than iu the Ivist. At St. I-oitia, a year 
or so ago, under the preaching of the Bar. Mr. 
I!i-iltield a church of some 2n0 members was or- 
ganized, consisting principallv of seceding mein 
bers from the l-Ja-nezer anil lhsliling i Imrclies 
(M. V.. Church, North). Large churches are also 
Organised si Alton. Springfield and Chicago, III., 
and at Louisville, Ky. Since the decree of the 
( ienessee Conference prohibiting them, they have 
adopted the Congregational method of church gov- 
ernment, and are progressing faster pttfAapS than 
any oilier denomination in the West. The Kev. 
Dr. Parsons, for many years the ablest and must 
accomplished preacher among the Methodists, fa- 
vors this movement, and at present, we believe, 
presides over the society at Louisville. We shall 
look with interest to the action of this General 
Conference upon this subject.

If it is no worse than it 
was in ISoti, it is no better. 



(fcjj-'We know nut, at this early day, how the 
friends of peaee and the foes of agitation at the 
North may look u]K>n the Republican party as 
just marshalled afresh on the field of sectional 
strife; but we do know they ought to look upon 
it with undiminished horror and alarm. If 
they arc loyal to the Union and the Constitu- 
tion and true to their avowed convictions, they 
will, they must regard it thus: and without the 
most undisputable proof to the contrary we 
cannot donbt their fidelity in any one ol these 
sacred relations. We do not doubt it. Nev- 
ertheless it is certain that lietwecn now and 
Novemlier the most unscrupulous and undroop- 
ing efforts will l<e made to lure or to drive the 
moderate men of the North under the Republi- 
can standard. Such efforts will certainly be 
made; yet the wiles of the Devil himself are not 
more delusive than these Republican apjieals 
will be. There is no solid foundation for them: 
not a hair's-breadth. The most specious of 
them will be utterly flimsy. Nay, the most 
s|«?oious of them will involve a burning affront to 
the spirit and discernment of the men to whom 
they are addressed. 

In what solitary particular is the Republican 
l'residential ticket of lstift less sectional or 
more national than the Republican l'residential 
ticket of 185(5? Not one. Is Lincoln person- 
ally or politically more friendly to the South 
than Fremont? He is less friendly in lioth rc- 
meets. Is Hamlin less obnoxious to the South 
than Dayton? He is decidedly more obnoxious 
in every way. Is the platform on which Lin- 
coln and Hamlin stand juster or milder with 
respect to slavery than the one on which Fre- 
mont and Dayton stood? It is the selfsame. 
And here we beg to compare the two platform* 
touching this ruling point. The Republican 
platform of 18,">6 affirmed the following in rela- 
tion to slavery : 

That, with our Republican fathers, we hold i; to 
lie a self-evident truth thst all men are endowed 
with the inalienable right of liberty and the pur- 
Miit of happiness, and that the primary objects and 
ulterior design of onr federal government were to 
Feeure these rights to all persons under its exclu- 
de jurisdiction; that, as our Kepuhlican fathers, 
when they had abolished slavery in all our na- 
tional territorv, ordained lint no person shall be 
deprived of life, lilierty, or property without due 
process of law, it becomes. our duty to maintain 
this provision of their C institution against all at- 
tempts to violate it for t'.in purpose of establishing 
slavery in the territories of the United States, by 
positive legislation prohibiting its existence or ex- 
tension therein. 

That we deny the authority of Congress, of a 
territorial Legislature, of any individual, or asso- 
ciation of individuals, to give legal existence to 
slavery in any territory of the United Statas. 
while the present Constitution shall be main- 
tained. 

The Republican platform of 1800 affirms the 
following on the same point: 

That the normal condition of all the Territory 
of the United States is that of freedom; that as 
our Republican fathers, when they had abolished 
►lavery in all our national territorv, ordained that 
"no person should be deprived of life, lilierty, or 
property without due process of law,'* it becomes 
our duty, by legislation, whenever such legisla- 
tion is necessary, to maintain this provision of the 
Constitution against all attempts to violate it; 
and we deny the authority of Congress or a Ter- 
ritorial legislature or any individuals to give 
legal existence to slavery in any Territory in the 
United States. 

The latter affirmation is expressed a little 
more concisely than the former, but the affirm- 
ations themselves are exactly the same. Roth 
alike declare not only that slavery has no le- 
gal existence in the Territories, and cannot 
possibly acquire it, but that it is the duty of the 
Republican party, by prohibitory legislation, 
whenever such legislation is necessary, to prevent 
slavery from acquiring any existence whatever 
in the Territories. In other words, both equally 
proclaim the settled determination of the Re- 
publican party, if it achieves the possession of 
the Government, to abolish slavery in those 
Territories where it exists at present and to 
prohibit it in all others, thereby striding ahead 
on the pathway of the national expansion and 
with a ruthless hand blasting every iiossiblc 
slave State in the germ, extinguishing in the 
very bud the political offspring of the South, 
cutting down the shoots of Southern political 
]>ower the instant they put forth, and scaring 
their roots with the flaming brand of the AVil- 
mot-Proviso. This is the policy of re- 
morseless sectional aggression the Philadelphia 
platform announced in 18.">i!, and it is the pol- 
icy the Chicago platform re-annonnces in 1860 
without a line or shadow of abatement. The 
Republican party, therefore, has not changed 
in any mode or degree, at least not for the bet- 
ter, and the Presidential ticket it now offers to 
the North challenges the hostility of every gen- 
uine friend of the Union and of the Constitu- 
tion in that section as clearly at least as its 
predecessor did four years ngo, if not more 
clearly. Will the friends of the Union and the 
Constitution in the North refuse to take up the 
gauntlet which this insolent sectional adversary 
has thrown anew at the feet of the friends of the 
Union and the Constitution everywhere? We 
do not believe it. We cannot. 

The moderate men of the North declare with 
one voice that what they most desire politically 
is the cessation or mitigation of the slavery ag- 
itation; and they have more than once pro- 
claimed solemnly that they could not and 
would not lend their votes or their influence to 
any party or any measure calculated unneces- 
sarily to imbitter and prolong this most bane- 
ful agitation. In this they are not merely wise 
aud patriotic, but doubtless sincere. Bow, 
then, in the great struggle now ojiening can 
they lend their votes and their influence or ci- 
ther to the Republican patty, the breath of 
whose existence is still the agitation of slaverv, 
and which yet blazons on its standard princi- 
ples that cannot be embodied and measures 
that cannot be enforced without necessarily aug- 
menting and exasperating this horrid agita- 
tion to a pitch utterly destructive of the peace 
and harmony of the Union, and full of awful 
peril to its existence? How can the conscien- 
tious enemies of slavery agitation support 
or countenance the ministers and instiga- 
tors of that demoniacal cause? How can 
the men who opposed the Republican 
paity with such unflinching firmness and 
generous zeal in 1850, and who to-day yearn 
or profess to yearn as deeply and earnestly a« 
ever for that national repose which the triumph 
of the Republican part)' threatens to destroy 
forever, rally notwithstanding under the Re- 
publican flag, and fight against everything they 
hold most precious, and for cverythingthey most 
dread and abhor? Are the solicr men of the 
North hypocrites or harlequins that they should 
be asked or expected to do this thing? Was 
their hostility to Republicanism four years ago 
a mere strain or spasm of nationality, or if it 
now exists is it no deeper than beauty is said 
to be, inhering in this or that Republican name, 
and not relating at all to the Republican prin- 
ciple, that they who gallantly fought the hosts of 
Fremont and Dayton should be counted on to 
swell the legions of Lincoln and Hamlin? 
What is there to justify or suggest the expecta- 
tion that the conservatives of the North or any 
considerable portion of them can be frightened 
or wheedled or drawn by any cause into such a 
tremendous stultification of themselves and so 
flagrant a betrayal of their political instincts 
and convictions as all this would come to? We 
hope and believe there is nothing. 

Cy While the notorious Garrison was speak- 
ing at an anti-slavery meeting near Boston a 
few nights ago, one of his enthusiastic she- 
disciples leaped up and exclaimed, that, "if he 
would get 100 of old John Brown's pikes, she 
would help him cram them down Mr. Doug- 
las's throat." If she is a tolerably sizable 
woman, she could easily do the job herself in- 
stead of merely helping somebody else to do it. 



Sj-Wc see that a great many newspapers, 
which never gave countennnce to either pri- 
vate or official ' dishonesty, express no little 
synipntby for Mr. Fowler, the defaulting potrt- 
mastcr of New York city. All seem to think 
that he is a man of warm anil generous fecl- 
Inga, and, that he was induced to use the pub- 
lic money to a large amount not for his own 
individual benefit, bnt to relieve personal 
friends and to promote the great ohjects of 
his party. Still there must be something radi- 
cally wrong and grossly wrong in his nature. 

It is no marvel to ns that so many Demo- 
cratic office-holders arc tempted to make use 
of the public money. It seems the natural re- 
sult of the demands habitunlly and systemati- 
cally u»fdo apoa them. Everybody knows, 
thai, under each and every one of the 
Democratic administrations for a numlicr of 
years past, all the office-holders of the gen- 
eral government throughout the whole Union 
have bOM required to contribute a certain 
pro|iortion of their salaries for electioneering 
pnrnMM in every political canvass. Of course 
it is to nil intents and purposes the public 
money that they are thus forced to \ta\ into 
the electioneering fund, and surely it cannot 
be wondered at. if, finding that they must, as 
a means of keeping their places, devote the 
public money to such purposes, they bring 
themselves to the conclusion that they might 
as well use for the pnrpose any other portion 
of the public money us that which nominally 
constitutes their own salaries. Most assuredly 
an office-holder, upon whom black mail is 
levied by the men in power, is strongly tempt- 
ed to meet the levy from the public money to 
which he is not personally entitled rather than 
from that to which he is. 

In the case of Mr. Fowler there must have 
been a scandalous neglect of duty on the part 
of the Administration. His appropriations of 
the public money were going on, it is staled, 
from one of the first years of the Pierce Ad- 
ministration. The exercise of apropcr scrutiny 
would nt any time have revealed them, but no 
stub scrutiny was ever instituted. The pecu- 
lations were left to expose themselves. The 
government shamefully neglected its duty. The 
fact is, the apjiointment of Mr. Fowler to the 
office of Postmaster was an abuse of the ap- 
]K>inting power. He was esteemed a highly 
respectable citizen, but none who knew him 
ever deemed him possessed of the requisite 
qualifications for managing the affairs of any 
nnjiortant post-office, especially the most im- 
portant post-office in the nation. Kvcrybody 
knew him to be distinguished for the very 
qualities that caused his defalcation. He was 
not made Postmaster because any human 
being thought him fit for the office, but liecause 
it was Mieved that he would contribute freeh- 
and even prodigally to carry elections. He 
was appointed in short because he was believed 
to 1* exactly the sort of man he has proved 
himself to be. He may deserve to be punished, 
but not more than those who made him Post- 
master. 



Da. Okaik's Discourse on the American 
Union. — Our readers know well the high esti- 
mate we place on this discourse, for we have 
told them repeatedly.

Hut we had hardly read a page, when, 
much to our surprise, we perceived ourselves to lie 
in communication with a writer of a very differ- 
ent class; as we read on. our surprise gradually 
passed into admiration, and we laid the pamphlet 
down, when we had mine to the close, with the 
conviction that Dr. Craik was a man of ancon- 
mon political capacity, with a mind combining 
original reflection and practical sagacity, and that 
his discourse was one of the ablest and most inde- 
|iendent productions which of late years had ap- 
peared in the country upon political subjects. 
This is strong praise; tut as the Courier does not 
enjov a reputation fi r a disposition to overpraise, 
we claim, bv way of eom|iensation, tho right to 
lie credited when we do commend. 

After a somewhat exhaustive analysis of the 
performance, the Courier add*: 

Dr. Craik, in the closing pages of bis discourse, 
illustrates his position by reference to some paint! 
in the history of the country. As might be ex- 
liocted from so sound and constitutional a thinker, 
ho has no syinpathv with either Northern aboli- 
tionism or Southern nullification, and shows bow 
entirely each perverts anil misunderstands the 
Constitution, and bow enormous is the delusion 
which would hope to remedy or remove any ex- 
isting grievances by dissolution cf the Union. 

The aliove is an imjierfect abstract of one of the 
soundest aud most thoughtful |K>lit ical pamphlets 
WO haVe read for sometime; and imperfect as it 
is. we think our readers will find cause in it to 
justify our commendations. 

This is indeed strong praise, yet every one 
who knows the Courier's habitual and scrupu- 
lous severity of judgment must confide in its 
sincerity, and surely no one who examines the 
performance itself will dispute its justness. The 
praise is not only honest and discriminating 
but richly deserved. The Courier, by the way. 
in confessing the feeling of distaste with which 
it first took up this production, owing to the 
mere title of its author, states, we do not doubt, 
the experience of hundreds, and discloses per- 
haps the motive that has prevented thousands 
from taking it up at all or that has induced 
them to lay it down immediately. We com- 
mend to everybody in whom this motive is 
likely to operate the Courier's frank and hearty 
cancellation of it. The person who from this 
or any other motive omits to read the discourse 
of Dr. Craik undoubtedly loses one of the most 
ennobling and delightful treats ever spread for 
the thinker and the patriot. We confess we 
have read nothing of equal compass on the sub- 
ject so eminently gratifying and satisfying.

RECEPTION OF BOS. JOHN BELL. 

Immense Out/iouring of' the /'<•< p't — Ffftt OfOUd 
Ttnnesstt Denumstrntiim fortius ';.».'« Ticket, 
The announcement in the city papers of yester- 
day morning that the II. mi. .L.bn Ball Mould at- 
rive here on the 2 I'. M. train from Louisville, 
awakened the enthusiasm of the community, ami 
long before the arrival of the train an immense 
crowd had gathered around the Louisville Nash- 
ville railroad depot. It was not positively known 
until late yesterday morning that the distinguish- 
ed Tennesseean intended to leave Loqisvills that 
morning for this city, and of course there was but 
little time for preparation for any formal recep- 
ti n. It was I spontaneous demonstration on the 
part of Mr. Hell's friends and the friends of the 
American Union. Though there may have been 
many strangers who visited the station to satisfy 
their curiosity by getting a glimpse of the distin- 
gui-hed man whom thejrepresentalivos of the Con- 
servative people at Baltimore had elected as their 
leader — hundreds there were who, prompted by a 

natural feeling of pride as Tenneiseeans, flocked 

to the spot to extend a persona! welcome to a no- 
ble son of their own native State, as well as to 
evince, by their presence on such an occasion, 
their well fixed determination to stand by the 
Union. 

The scene at the railway station on the arrival 
of the train was one of the wildest enthusiasm, 
the peapif leaping into the cars before the train 
Ho p ped, waving their hats ami shouting cheers of 
welcome as some ono on the platform of the train 
RiOVed forward into the station house and an- 
nounced that Mr. Hell was on the train, and a 
shout went up from the crowd that made the wel- 
kin ring. As wain as Mr. Hell made his appear- 
ance on the platform of the hindmost ear, nine 
hearty cheers were given for "Hell and the 
Union." Many old friends gathered round the 
venerable statesman and grasped bis hand, with 
tears in their eyes — too full for utterance. Mr. 
Hell waa conducted by Hon. Neil S. Brown unil 
Hon. Edwin H. Kwing to a carriage, to which 
was harnessed four splendid gray horses. A pro- 
cession of citizens nearly half a mile in length and 
double file, was immediately formed and followed 
the carriage up into the city and around the Pub- 
lic Square to the Citv Hotel. We noticed along 
the line the venerable forms of many of our oldest 
citizens, who do not often take part in political 
demonstrations, aud it was a pleasing sight to sec 
their countenances beaming with hope and lit up 
with enthusiasm. 

At the hotel Gov. Hrown, in an eloquent speech 
from the front steps at the hotel entrance, wel- 
comed Mr. Hell to his Tennessee home, lie wel- 
comed him aa tho chosen chief of the groat Na- 
tional Union party — the man chosen by the rep- 
resentatives of the national conservative people as 
fittest to restore tho countrv to its original peace 
and hanuonv. It was a \ntimuil, Umcm recep- 
tion, he said, and not a parte movement. It re- 
minded him of the times of f 'X\ aud of the days of 
the old Hero of the Hermitage. It was the first i 
time since the days of Washington that a candi- 
date for the Presidency had been brought out by 
a spontaneous movement of the people, w ho value 
their country aUive the behests of party. 

Got. Hrown concluded amid vociferous cheers 
for Itell and Kverett, and the band in attendance 
struck up a national air. 

Mr. Hell, still standing upright in the carriage, 
then responded in a brief but able and appropriate 
speech, notwithstanding he had travelled all day, 
and was in need of rest from the fatigues of his 
journey. 

After Col. Hell concluded, the Hon. Edwin H. 
Kwing was called out, and addressed the people 
in a few appropriate remarks, which w ere received 
with enthusiastic applause. After he had finished 
speaking the band struck up Hail Columbia, and 
then the crowd dispersed,

Thealsive estimates are for the traffic in both di- 
rections lietwecn lAiuisville and Shelbyville, and 
between the way-stations and 1/iiiisvilfc. Xo es- 
timate is made of that between the wav-stations 
and Shelbyville, though it will probably amount 
to ' etweeii $500 and $1.0im) per year. 

The numlier of persons between Shelbyville and 
Louisville appears large, but when you reflect that 
Shelbyville contains over 3,000 inhabitants with 
schools numbering over 600 pupil-, and that it has 
sustained for years three and sometimes four daily 
line of coaches each way. carrying jiassengers to 
and from LnaisriUl and Shelbyville, yon will not 
be surprised. 

I have added to the number who traveled in 
coaches during Ihe last year 7, 50(1 as the number 
passing in private conveyances and on horseback.

Vour road will run through a more wealthy and 
populous district, with a much larger MCUoaof 
country tributary to il than that along the Louis- 
ville ii Frankfort road. In estimating the num- 
lier to pass between way points of your road and 
Louisville I have taken as my guide the number I 
who passed between stati.ms on the Louisville 
road and Louisville at corresponding distances I 
from the city.

Out of your gross earnings 50 percent, is to I 
be p.-ii'l the Ixmisville, Lexington, and Frankfort 
Kailroad lor providing rolling stock and paying all j 
expenses of operation, save that of repairs of road- 
bed, track, and all permanent fixtures. 

The expenses « Inch 3 011 w ill incur iu the re- 
pairs of track road-bed are estimated I when com- 1 
pared with corresponding ilems upon' tile Lcxing- [ 
ton and Frankfort railroad) to be proportioned to 
the mileage of the trains running upon each road. 
By taking the average amount of those items on 
the Ix'xingtim and Frankfort road for the '.) years 
ending June 30. 1859, and making yours such a 
proportion of them as the mileage over your mad 
bears to that over the Lexington and Frankfort 
road, I have arrived at the above sum of $5,200. 

With a road as well built and ballasted as you 
propose to make yours. 1 think the estimate' as 
ample for the first 9 to 12 years.

Joseph Hernd, the local editor of the 
Louisville Journal, and the sole editor of the 
Louisville liuUetin, died at the Louisville IIo- 
>tel on Saturday mornins of pneumonia after 
mi illness of fivednvs. 

This melancholy annunciation cannot fail to 
rause a feeling of deep and painful regret in 
the hearts of all who knew Mr. Bernd, and he 
was known by thousands. None could know 
him without respectinp him, and none could 
know him intimately w ithout loving him. The 
very sound of his oft-si>oken name awoke a 
loving echo in innumerable hearts. 

Kor ourselves, we feel too deeply stricken by 
this sad liereavement to lie able to furnish to- 
day a fitting tribute to the gentle and worthy 
dead. He was in our office ns local and com- 
mercial editor for nearly twenty years, and 
during all that time we. were in daily and 
nightly intercourse with him. 

We. never knew any man more intimately, 
and we never knew one more honest, more re- 
liable, more true, more faithful, more con- 
scientious, more devoted in friendship, more 
iwkm in the scrupulous discharge of duty in 
nil private and in all public relations. He 
never betrayed a trust or faltered for an instant 
in the performance of the obligations iin|xwed 
by it. Singularly unselfish, he was ever ready 
to sacrifice his ow n convenience and comfort 
to the gratification of others. He shrank from 
no toil or labor, however excessive, where he 
believed that the intere-ts of his frit ill and 
employers could Ik 1 promoted by his exertions. 
His greatest happiness was in the consciousness 
of doing right. There was no weed of bitter- 
ness among the bright and healthful Bowers of 
Ut life. 

The death of Mr. Bernd is not only a calam- 
ity to us and to his other immediate friends 
and associates but a misfortune to the business 
community of Louisville. All knew, that, in 
the important position of a commercial report- 
er, he was industrious, careful, sagacious, and 
incorruptible. No influences, however power- 
ful, could ever induce him to suppress any 
portion of the truth. KlVorts to bribe, to ca- 
jole, and to intimidate were alike unavailing. 
He was as brave as he was honest. All felt 
that whatever he stated might be relied on as 
the result of close and faithful scrutiny, guided 
by a strong intellect and a sound judgment. 
The place of such a man it is difficult if not 
impossible to fill. 

Alas! we feel that one of the brightest of the 
golden links that bind us to earth is broken. 
So many of those, with whom we have ns nn 
editor liecn associated, have fallen around us. 
that, when wc look back kpon the past, We 
teem to stand in the midst of a church-yard, 
where the w hite stones stand like ghosts in the 
dim moonlight, and the low winds moan dole- 
fully through the broken tombs, l'oor Bernd: 
wc bid you a heart-adieu. If every tear that 
shall tic shed almve your lowly dust were a 
flower, your grave would cxhnlc a sweet per- 
fume to heaven to mingle with that of the im- 
mortal blooms that are now around you.

— We 
do not remember ever liaving witnessed in the 
city a more imposing and solemnly impressive 
funeral demonstration than that yesterday in 
honor of the late and much lamented Joseph 
Band. The vast hall of the Masonic Temple w as 
lilled by the friends of the deceased.

The friends of Mr. fowler, forgetting ; the 
crime in their regard for tho man, continue to ex- 
press their sorrow at his downfall, their joy al his 
escape from Ihe clutches of the law, and their 
wunderias to what he has done with the niouev. 
I'nited States Marshal Rynders continues his 
search for the missing defaulter with unabated 
vigilance, anil has sent out scouts in all directions, 
w hither the fugitive was, or was not. likely to 
have tied. It is to be hoped that the Captain's 
extraordinary elforts will be duly appreciated at 
Washington, for here it is not too much to say 
that they arc the laughing stock of the whole citv. 
Nobody believes that he would art Bet I'owler if lie 
could, or that he could if he would. The w hole 
thing is a farce, and might as well be dropped lir t 
as last. The Uindsnien of Mr. Kowler — Mes.-r . 
I,awand Conover — have signified (heir willingness 
to respond immediately to the extent of their 
lond ($7.), 000) without a prosecution. As for the 
remainder. Uncle Sam has onlv to think of Swart

The investigation iuto the affairs of Ihe late 
Postmaster and the luniks and pa|iers of the office 
is proceeding, under the direction of the general 
otticers, with all possible dispatch, bill it will be 
several days before anything definite is known as 
to the extent of the defalcation, or Ihe number of 
parties implicated in it. The name of Mr. ( aid 
well, the l'irsl Assistant and Cashier under Mr. 
I'owler, was mentioned in yesterday's re|K>rt as 
being implicated in Ihe fraud. By this was not 
meant lo be Understood that he was a sharer in 
the proceeds of the defalcation, for he is able to 
show, and did show lo the government officers, 
previous to his resignation, vouchers for all Ihe 
moneys that passed through his hands — but only 
that he was cognizant of the frauds of his taperi 
or officer — a knowledge that every one acquainted 
with the duties of his office knows he must have 
possessed. 

We are enabled to state that the |osition so 
hastily vacated by Mr. Fowler has been tendered 
to Hon. John A. Dix. and that his acceptance of 
the ap|oiutmcnt was yesterday telegraphed to 
Washington. Mr. Hutterworth, the well-known 
Superintendent of file Assay ollice. was first ten- 
dered the posKkm, but promptly declined. The 
truth is that the New York Posioltire. If honest! V 
administered, is not so lucrative an ollice as is 
generally supposed. Mr. Horatio King, the As- 
sistant Postmaster General, who ought to know 
the facts, says that it is legitimately worth just 
% 1,000 a year, and no more. This salary, con- 
sidering the responsibilities of the position, and 
the -7.1,000 londs required from the incumbent, 
does not reiider it a very enviable position. 

It is rumored that there will lie a general re- 
moval of the suliorilinates in the office, on the 
incoming of a new Postmaster, and a great deal 
of anxiety is naturaily felt among the clerks. 
Thus the Criminality of OM man is likely to entail 
suffering and misery uion hundreds of innocent 
persons. — .Y. )'.

01 Ni.w York. — On last Monday morning, as 
Alderman Russell was standing in the vestibule 
of tho City Hall, ex-Aldcrman. or, as he is Letter 
known, "Billy' - Wilson, stepped up rapidly anil 
gave his nose a vigorous pnll. starting the Mood 
freely. Wilson then grasped the Alderman by 
the arm and pushed him along to the front sto|>s. 
where they both stopped and Iwgan to talk the 
matter over, and subsequently went off MM the 
Park, it is presumed, to terminate the affair in a 
convivial way. The whole difficulty lasted but a 
moment or two, and attracted but little attention. 
As near as could be ascertained, regarding the 
cause of the trouble, it seems that Alderman Rus- 
kcII had threatened to pull Wilson's nose, anil the 
latter anticipated him in that sort of exercise. 

Axotulr Kxodi s. — The Irish subjects of Queen 
Victoria manifest a disposition to repeat this year 
the exodus ■which so greatly alarmed the states- 
men of Great Britain a few venrs ago. All the 
accounts from the old country indicate a "Hitting 
propensity'' which begins to lairder on a panic. 
The peasantry from the western and southern 
counties are quitting their homes in such uuml*ers 
that serious alarm is already entertained by fann- 
ers as to the fate of the coming harvest. The 
vast majority of these emigrants endmrk for the 
United States, where their already MUM friends 
have found means to forward money in order to 
enable them to come. 



THK CHICAGO CONVENTION THK I'l.ATKOKM. 

Retulrnl. That we, the delegated representa- 
tives of tlie Republican electors of the I'liitcd 
States, in Convention assembled, in discharge of 
the dnty we owe to onr constituents and our coun • 
trv. unite in the following declarations: 

1. That the history of the natbm during the 
last four years has fully established the propriety 
and necessity of the organization and per|>etua- 
tion of the Republican parly, and that the causes 
which called it into existence arc permanent in 
iheir nature, and now. BOM than ever before, 
demand its peaceful and constitutional triumph. 

2. That the maintenance of the principles promul- 
gated in the Declaration cf lnde[iendence and em- 
bodied in the r'ederal t'onstitution; that all men 
are created equal; that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights; that 
among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness; that to secure these rights governments 
are instituted among men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed, is essen- 
tial to the preservation of our republican institu- 
tions; and that the Federal Constitution, the 
rights of the States, and the union of the States 
must and shall be preserved. 

3. That to the union of the States this nation 
owes its unprecedented increase in population, its 
surprising development of material resources, its 
rapid augmentation of wealth, its happiness at 
home and its honor abroad; and w e hold in abhor- 
rence all schemes for disunion, <ome from what- 
ever source they may; and we congratulate the 
country that no Republican member of Congress 
has uttered or countenanced the threats of dis- 
union so often made by Democratic members 
without rebuke and with applause from their po- 
litical associates; and we denounce those threats 
of disunion in case of a popular overthrow of their 
ascendancy as denying the vital principles of a 
free government, ami as an avowal of contempla- 
ted treason, which it is the imperative duty of an 
indignant people sternly to rebuke and forever si- 
lence. 

I. That the maintenance inviolate of the rights 
of the States, and especially the right of each 
JState to order and control its own domestic insti- 
tutions according to its own judgment exclusivelv, 
is essential to that balance of |iowcrs on which the 
perfection and endurance of our iKtlitieal fabric de- 
pends: and wo denounce the lawless invasion by 
armed force of the soil of any State or Territory, 
no matter under what pretext, as among t ho 
gravest of crimes. 

ft. That the present Democratic Administration 
has far exceeded our worst apprehensions, in it* 
measureless subserviency to the exactions of a sec- 
tional interest, as especially evinced in its desper- 
ate exertions to force the infamous Leciimptun 
Constitution u|«in the protesting people of Kan- 
sas: in construing the ]iersonal relation between 
master and servant to involve an unqualified prop- 
erty in persons; in its attempted enforcement, 
everywhere, on land and so i. through the inter- 
vention of Congress and of the Fiileral Courts uf 
the extreme pretentions of a purely local interest: 
and in its general and nnvantng aiu-e of the pow- 
er entrusted to it by a confiding people. 

ti. That the people justly view with alarm the 
reckless extravagance which pervades every de- 
partment of the Federal (iovernincnt; thai a re- 
turn to rigid economy and accountability is indis- 
pensable to arrest the systematic plunder of the 
public treasury by favored partisans; while the 
recent startling developments of frauds and cor- 
ruptions at the Federal metropolis, show that an 
entire change of administration is imperatively 
demanded. 

7. That the new dogma that the Constitution, 
of its own force, carries slavery into any or all 
of the Territories of the I'nited! States, is a dan- 
gerous political heresy, at variance with the ex- 
plicit provisions of that instrument itself, with 
cotemporaneous exposition, and with legislative 
and judicial precedent; is revolutionary in its ten- 
dency, and subversive of the peace and harmony 
of the country. 

& That the normal condition of all the Territo- 
, ry of the I'nited States is that of freedom : That 
as our Republican fathers, when they had abolish- 
ed slavery in all our national territory, ordained 
that "no person should be deprived of life, liberty, | 
or property without due process of law," it becomes 
our duty, by legislation, whenever such legislation 
is necessary, to maintain this provision of the ! 
Constitution against all attempts to violate it; I 
and we deny the authority of Congress or a terri- 
torial legislature, or of any individuals, to give le- ' 
gal existence to slavery in any territory of the! 
I'nited States. 

P. That we brand the recent re-opening of the 
African slave trade, under the eoverof ournation- 
tional nag, aided by |>erversions of judicial power, ! 
as a crime against humanity and a burning shame ' 
to our country and age: and we call upon Con- 
gress to take prompt and efficient measures for the 
total and final suppression of that execrable traffic. 

10. That in the recent vetoes, by their Federal ' 
Governor*, of the acts of the Legislatures of Kan- 1 
sas and Nebraska, prohibiting Slavery in those 
Territories, we find a practical illustration of the 
Imasted Democratic principle of Non-intervention 
and Popular Sovereignty emliodied in the Kansas- I 
Nebraska bill, and a demonstration of thedeccp 
tion and fraud involved therein. 

11. That Kansas should, of right, lie immcdi- | 
ately admitted as a State under the Constitution 
recently famed and adopted by her people, and ! 
accepted by the House of Representatives. 

12. That, while providing revenue for the -up- 
port of the general government by duties upon 
imports, sound policy requires such an adjustment 
of these imposts as to encourage the development 
of the industrial interests of the whole country; 
and we commend that |x>licy of national ex- 
changes, which secures to the working men liberal 
wages, to agriculture remunerating prices, to me- 
chanics and manufacturers an adequate reward 
for their skill, lalior, and enterprise, and to the 
nation commercial prosperity and independence. 

13. That we protest against any sale or aliena- 
tion toother- of the Public I-uinls. held by actual 
settlers, and .igainst any view of the Free Home- 
stead policy which regards the settlers as patijiors 
or suppliants for public Marty; and we demand 
the passage by Congress of the complete and satis- 
factory Homestead measure which has already 
passed the House. 

14. That the Republican party is opposed to 
any change in our Naturalization Lewi or any 
.State legislaion by which the rights of citizenship 
hitherto accorded to immigrants from foreign 
lands shall be abridged or impaired: and in favor 
of giving a full and efficient protection to the 
rights of all classes of citizens, w hether native or 
naturaliz.ed, lx>!h at home and abroad. 

lft. That appropriations I iv Congress for river and 
harbor improvements of a national character, re- 
quired for the accommodation and security of an 
existing commerce, arc authorised by the Consti- 
tution, and justified by the obligation tif govern- 
ment to protect the lives anil property of its citi 
zens. 

111. That a railroad to the Pacific ocean is im- 
peratively demanded by the interests of the whole 
country; that the Federal (lovernment ought to 
render immediate and efficient aid in its construc- 
tion; ami that, as preliminary thereto, a daily 
overland mail should be promptly established. 

17. Finally, having thus set forth our distinc- 
tive principles and views, we invite the co-opera- 
tion of all citizens, however differing on other 
questions, w ho substantially agree w ith as in their 
affirmances and support. 

Upon the motion to adopt this report, Mr. Car- 
ter, of Ohio, moved the previous question. 

This motion caused great excitement, and loud 
call- were made to withdraw the motion; but Mr. 
C. insisted on his motion. Mr. Gidding- was par- 
ticularly earnest in hi- appeal to his colleague to 
withdraw it, but with no effect.

An Oi i n ial Intkrhli.ni m — .In Anomalous 
State of A ffairs. — The action of the lioard of al- 

; derinen on Monday night, in removing A. V. Stout. 
Ksq., as city chanilwrlain. and confirming tho 
nomination of Nathan C. Piatt. Ksq., president of 
the Artisans Bank, in his stead, places the finan- 
cial affairs of the city in a very singular position. 
The bonds of the newly-appointed chamberlain 
must be approved by the comptroller. That offi- 
cial is at present absent from the city, engaged, in 
company with many hundred others, in proi.lei 1 1 - 
makinu. and of course no official action can be had 
until his return. 

Meanw hile the city moneys w ill lie deposited in 
the Shoe and Leather Hank as heretofore: but 
when the main question comes up for adjudic ation, 
the aid o f the law will, of course, be invoked. Mr. 
Stout will undoubtedly claim his office by virtue 
of legislative enactment, and also by virtue of 
appointment and confirmation under that law: 

■ while Mr. Piatt will demand the office by virtue 
of appointment and confirmation — his predecessor 
having been removed /or raute. In the mean- 
time, warrants drawn for contractors and all 
officials are likely to remain unrecognized, as the 
Mayor will prohably refuse to sign a warrant 
drawn on Mr. Stout, when he docs not recognize 
him as Chamberlain, or his bank as the custodian 
of the city funds. 
Mr. Piatt appeared yesterdav before the Deputy 

j Comptroller, Mr. Warren, w ith his bondsmen, but 
that official declined to assume the responsibility
